It  was,  indeed,  their  appar¬ 
ent  triumph,  but  their  real  and 
irT,  ,u.  i  complete  defeat  By  His  crucifix- 
ion  and  the  temptations  he  endur¬ 
ed  upon  the  cross,  all  the  infirmi- 
1  ties  and  imperfections  of  the  nature 
He  had  assumed  by  coming  into 
the  material  world,  were  fully  ex- 
;  pelk-d,  and  only  the  divine  body 
which  had  gradually  been  formed 
,  within  it,  remained.  Or  at  least, 
the  material  humanity  bad  become 
so  far  loosened  and  separated  from 
the  divine  humanity,  that  it  could 
no  longer  servo  as  a  medium  of  ac¬ 
cess  to  spirits  or  men.  He  could 
no  more  be  tempted,  and  in  the 
quiescence  which  followed,  in  the 
sepulchre,  all  that  was  infirm  and 
natural  was  f»lly  expelled.  His 
flesh  and  bones  became  divine,  had 
life  in  themselves,  and  possessed 
the  omnipotent  power  and  infinite 
perfections  of  tho  essential  divine, 
called  the  Father.
